SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


We hereby submit an annual report to the citizens of the Town of 
Lisbon: 


During the year 1975 your Selectmen have continued to be con- 
cerned with the many problems facing the community. A major portion 
of our time has been spent on the planning for the Sewage Disposal 
Facility, upkeep and maintenance of our highway system and the main- 
tenance of our equipment and buildings. 


The appropriations for the year 1976 have been for the support of 
Town Business. One of the factors is the repayment of the Notes issued 
to purchase land and property for the Sewage Disposal Facility. In 
order to level off the payments the Board agreed to pay these over a 
period of three years: $30,000 the first, $20,000 next year and $12,000 
the third year. As these payments go down the payments for the 
Sewage System will come into play. Insofar as possible we are trying 
to make the repayments have a levelling effect on the tax rate instead 
of wide fluctuations. One other effect is the fact that our share of 
Revenue Sharing has been cut in half. 


SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL 

The Selectmen have applied for, and been granted, an extension to 
permit burning in our present dump facility until July 1, 1977. We 
have included in the Dump appropriation request an additional $1, 000 
to allow us to do soil testing in the event we need to go to a Landfill 
operation. We are also discussing with the surrounding towns, the 
possibility of an incineration method of disposing of our garbage etc. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL PROJECT 
Your Board has made considerable progress this past year relative 
to the construction of the Sewage Disposal Facility. 


Many meetings have been held with our Town Counsel, Green 
Engineering and the State Water Pollution and Control Board. We 
have been instrumental in having additional sections of the system 
made eligible, thus cutting down the Town's share by sizeable amounts. 
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The Town advertised for bids on the 19th day of January and these 
will be opened on February 23, 1976. It is our hope that by Town 
Meeting time we will have the name of the successful bidder and that 
we can announce that work will begin on or about April 1, 1976. 


FUTURE NEEDS 
In our report of last year we mentioned several areas that needed 
attention. Many of these are included in this year's warrant. 


For too many years now we have let maintenance of buildings slide 
and have reached the time when something needs to be done. We are 
requesting a sum of money to paint the Town Hall...It is fitting that 
this be done during the Bicentennial Year. Also we are asking that 
the heating system at the Town Hall be replaced and the building 
zoned so sections not in use can be held at lower temperatures. With 
the Friends-in-Council's project to renovate and update the facilities, 
with this new heating system the building will have greater utility at 
a much more economical cost. The savings we are now showing by 
purchasing oil in bulk lots will be, we hope, greater next year witha 
new heating system. 


Your Selectmen have looked very carefully at the budget proposed 
for 1976 and feel that everything requested is needed. The items re- 
quested in special articles we propose to fund over a period of five 
years in order that the impact on the tax rate will be lessened.

LISBON FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT FOR 1975 


We've had a very busy year as indicated in the following report. 


Renovations to the fire station authorized by you at the 1975 Town 
Meeting are nearly finished. Except for a problem with the floor, all 
we have left to do is install lights and a new ceiling for which the Fire 
Department has appropriated $600 of its own funds in addition to the 
$5,000 which has already been given for the project. Under the direc- 
tion of Stanley Snell, several members of the department have put in 
many hours getting the work done. 


The replacement for the old #2 fire unit as authorized last year 
was also completed, and with the cooperation of Jesseman's Garage 
we now have a fine pumper. 


We spent $2,500 for a new 'SWAT Wagon" for housing our fire 
coats and emergency equipment. With permission from the Selectmen, 
we sold the old panel truck and with the proceeds and another $300 of 
our own purchased another two-way radio for Pumper #2. This makes 
all except one tanker now radio-equipped. We hope to be able to add 
that one soon. 


We are hoping to install radio receivers in ten members' homes, 
In last year's budget, the Plectron Encoder for this system was pur- 
chased and with the home receivers the men will be tone-alerted 
directly by the dispatcher when there is an emergency. 


All vehicles will be equipped with the Mutual Aid radio frequency. 
This will make the Mutual Aid System much more effective and will 
eventually allow for a central dispatcher. Mutual Aid continues to be 
a very important part of our fire protection. During 1975 we re- 
sponded five times to calls for mutual aid from surrounding com- 
munities, and we were in turn reinforced by other departments in 
response to our calls five times. 


At our annual meeting the firemen voted to go to a two-meetings- 
per-month program to enable us to update our training. Two men 
have been placed in charge of the training. Our bylaws have alsobeen 
revised. 


Our Thirteenth Anuual Horse Show was again a tremendous success 
in spite of the rain. It is the first time we had a wet day and it was 
quite a different challenge to keep sand and gravel in supply so that 
trucks and vans could move instead of having to keep our tankers busy 
all day wetting the dust down! The Horse Show has been the source of 
the funds with which we have been able to do so much. We thank you 
for your support in this great undertaking and solicit your help again 
for our Bicentennial Show on July 11.

Town Report From the North Country Council 


Assistance and information on solid waste planning, tax mapping, regional 
clearinghouse approval of the proposed sewage treatment project, and review 
of proposed highway projects are the services the North Country Council pro- 
vided to the town in 1975. NCC staff attended three (3) evening meetings with 
local officials. 


On the regional level, the North Country Council prepared a public trans- 
portation plan and is working toward the implementation of its recommendations. 
The Council became the economic development district for northern New Hamp- 
shire on July, 1975, and is currently carrying out this function. Several region- 
wide meetings on Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission regulations, 
economic development, seminars for planning board members, and recycling of 
newsprint were sponsored. A recently completed report entitled 'The Regulation 
of Mobile Homes in the Community", prepared by the Council, provides technical 
information to planning board members and local officials in the area of mobile 
homes. 


In 1975, the Council increased its base of local support from 19 to 29 towns. 
The Council coordinates its activities with other agencies in order to avoid any 
possible duplication of effort. 


Planning News, the Council's bi-monthly newsletter, disseminates useful 
information on land use, state legislation, court decisions, and general activi- 
ties to interested persons in town. A town resident can be placed on the mailing 
list by contacting the town's NCC representative or the Council Office in 
Franconia, N.H. (Tel. 823-8108). 


In performing its duties, the Council attends approximately 200 night meetings 
a year. 


For the future, continued activity in community planning assistance will be em- 
phasized along with major regional efforts in economic development, land use, and 
housing. Dissemination of planning information will be continued. The Council is 
working closely with the N.H. Public Utilities Commission in the improvement and 
upgrading of the North Country's rail lines, especially the Lincoln line and the 
North Stratford to Beecher Falls line. 


The Council sincerely appreciates and thanks the town for its support and partic- 
ipation. This support has enabled the Council to provide a good deal of local and 
regional services.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


Upon the recommendation of town selectmen and city councils, 
the Division of Forests and Lands appoints a forest fire warden and 
several deputy forest fire wardens in each town and city every three 
years. The town or city warden is responsible for maintaining a 
force of men and adequate equipment to suppress any wildfire that 
occurs in his town or city during his term of appointment. The fire 
warden must authorize all open burning when the ground is not cover- 
ed with snow. No open fires can be authorized between 9 a.m. and 
5 p.m., unless it is raining, without the additional permission of 
the state district fire chief. . 


Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the ground is not 
covered with snow must first obtain the written permission of the 
forest fire warden. Camp and cooking fires also require the warden's 
permission. 


The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest Fire Service, 
assists all cities and towns in meeting these requirements by training 
the warden and deputy forces in wildfire suppression tactics, making 
hand tool suppression equipment available at fifty percent of cost, 
supplying pieces of Federal excess property for use as fire attack 
vehicles and sharing up to fifty percent of the cost of wildfire suppres- 
sion costs. 


Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town program. 
Smokey Bear is available from the Forest Fire Service for local fire 
prevention programs. Posters and Junior Ranger kits are available 
for distribution by local fire departments upon request to the Forest 
Fire Service. Each forest fire warden is expected to carry on a con- 
tinuous wildfire prevention program within his town or city.
